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EMPLOYMENT IN 1929 UP 
IN OHIO CAR INDUSTRIES 


Columbus, O., Jan. 15 (UTPS).— 
The Bureau of Business Research of 
Ohio State University in a report 
covering employment in the auto- 
mobile and automotive parts in- 
dustries in Ohio showed that aver- 
age employment in these industries 
in 1929 was 7 per cent. greater than 
during 1928. 

Of the sixty concerns reporting, 
thirty-nine showed decreases in De- 
employment over that of 
November, while nineteen showed 
increases and two showed no 
change. The December employment 
index was 9 per cent. less than that 
of November and 32 per cent. less 
than in December, 1928.

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OW that the 1930 New York show has become just an-

other item in automotive history, we ca 
year. To begin with, the attendance figures far surpassed 
those of the 1929 show for every single day of the preeeaee ge 
Last year, if you will recall, we were riding the crest of 
paper-profit wave of formidable proportions; this year muc h 
paper has sunk to the depths of the finance ial sea. 

In trade attendance the 1930 show was a distinguished 
sueeess. The Motor and Equipment Association reports in- 
dicate that not only were there more dealers, jobbers and 
other operatives present, but that they were in a more gen- 
erous buying mood than ever before. 

It was. however, in that intangible quality that we call 
‘Snterest” that the great promise of the 1930 show rested. 
There was a very large showing of new and interesting 
preducts on view. Many entirely new lines by well-known 
manufacturers made their debut at New York and some of 
these were radical departures from traditional practice. The 
public reacted to this offering of innovations by a display of 
such interest as has not been in evidence for ten years. 

One lesson the manufacturers may learn from the pub- 
anxiety to inspect new departures in design and con- 
struction.

The time may come when 
the arinual national shows will not be held, but that time 
can only come when the public intimates unmistakably 
that it is no longer interested in the exhibitions.

Graphic Solution 
Of Power Preblems 


HE Genera] Electric Company an- 

nounces a new system of solving 
power factor problems. This is a 
graphic method involving § simple 
computations only, and is described 
fully in a new publieation, GET-191. 
entitled “Solving Power Factor 
Problems by Scale.” 

Heretofore the calculations relat- 
ing to powér factor and its improve- 
ment have been adifficult for those 
most vitally interested, and at best 
did not visualize the conditions that 
might result from different treat- 
ments In brief, the new system 
consists of laving down to scale the 
known factors and then scaling the 
unknowns. 

Many problems are illustrated in 
the booklet. as well as several] solu- 
tions for one problem, so that there 
should be no difficulty in applying 
the simple rules. Thus the effects 
and probable costs of improving 
power factor by unity-pewer-factor 
synchronous motors, by capacitors 
or by synchroneus condensers may 
be scanned and compared In- 
creased load-carrying 
readily measured and 
ments suggest themselves 

All that is needed for computa- 
tion is a scale, a pencil and paper. 
A right-angle triangle with the 
sides in proportion 3 to 4 to 5 is 
furnished with the boeklet and 
this, together with a smal) T-square, 
saves time in the caleulations and 
makes the work more accurate. 

In the actual] calculations, horse- 
power at unity-power-factor is ex- 
pressed in terms of inches mea- 
sured horizontally. Lagging power 
factor is represented by lines slant- 
ing upward to the right, and leading 
power factor. by lines _ slanting 
downward to the right. Where it 
is desired to impreve lagging pow- 
er factor, and to determine the 
amount of leading power factor nec- 


essary to accomplish this result, 
a triangle is laid out using the 
horizontal unity power-factor line 


and the upward lagging power fac- 
tor line. Then by applying the 3-4- 


5-triangle the necessary corrective 
value may be estabhHshed. Other 
problems are solved in a_ similar 
manner. |
